Claims 1, 2, 4-7, and 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Higashikawa et al (U.S. Patent 6,319,637). 

Higashikawa et al discloses a lithographic semiconductor fabrication process comprising 
exposing a semiconductor wafer to a first mask part that is at least defective (Figure 2A, and 
Column 7, lines 7-9), exposing the semiconductor wafer to a second mask part corresponding to 
the first mask part, and that is at least free from defects a second and a third time (Figures 2A- 
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2E), wherein the first and second mask parts are formed on a same photomask (Figures 2A-2E), 
and exposing the semiconductor wafer to a third mask part one or more times (Figures 2A-2E). 

Claims 3, and 8, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objection(s) set forth in 
this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening
